There is a political storm brewing in Sierra 
Madre in the Renaissance Plaza area. And it seems 
to be the result of an actual weather storm of about 
three weeks ago. 

The dispute seems to be between bva Lee, 
owner since November, 1985, of the apartment- 
commercial complex on Sierra Madre Blvd., and 
Sally Jo Horne, property manager. However, those 
who are renting commercial property and some of 
those renting apartments are getting into the foray 
as well, in support of Horne. 

Still another dispute is betvsfeen Lee and two of 
the commercial renters who believe the property 
owner should “have absorbed’ some of their costs 
to get back into business after water damage made 
it impossible for them to carry on business. 

Is the rift between Horne and Lee reparable 
or irreparable? At this point, most of those persons 
interviewed believe it is irreparable between the two 
women. 

Horne says she has been fired from her po¬ 
sition and all of those individuals interviewed believe 
it is “with no just cause,” as Dolores Proulx, one 
of the commercial tenants, reports.

Jaaua never waatad worda. Ha apoka 
atralght and to tha point. As the old say¬ 
ing goes, “Ha said what He meant, and 
Ha meant what Ha said.” Not everyone 
agreed with His claims during His earthly 
Ufa and not everyone has seen It Jesus’ 
way since than. But agree or disagree — 
virtually everyone acknowledges, of all the 
great philosophers and religious leaders 
of the world, no one spoke, or lived, or 
died as He did. No one made the claims, 
serious claims and backed them up as He 
did. Yes, far from being some kind of 
religious nut, Jesus lived a life that vari- 
fled His claims. He Illustrated love, com¬ 
passion and forgiveness in the way He 
lived and In the manner in which He died. 

And, Jesus was not afraid of human 
opinion, especially those ideas that dif¬ 
fered from His. He was not insecure; 
not worried that He would be contradicted 
or re|ected. He spoke with a total con¬ 
fidence and authority that Jarred people to 
the center of their personalities and either 
inspired their admiration or infuriated 
them. 

But still, Jesus cared for people. He 
cared profoundly, but He never changed 
His message to accommodate either His 
disciples. His mother and family, the 
Roman governor or the masses. It was the 
supreme security and confidence with 
which He spoke, that both contributed to 
His following and moved His enemies to 
plot His death. But who would want to 
kill such a man? 

Perhaps, His most moving and mad¬ 
dening claims are found In His words just 
the night before His death. He said, “I 
am the Way, the Truth and the Life. 
No one comes to the Father, but by Me.” 

Why would He talk like that? He could 
have modified those statements so that 
they were not so exclusive — so final. 
But He did not. He could have said, 

“I am one of the best ways to God,” 
but He chose not to. He might have said, 

“I am an aspect of truth, but He did not. 
He could have said, “I am life to some 
degree,” but that He did not say. He could 
have said, “I will do My best to lead you 
to God,” but again, that is not what He 
said. Rather, His bold claims are not only 
precise, they are also exclusive. Jesus 
claimed to be the Only way to God. If 
you agree, then you have a basis for trust 
and a relationship with Him, but if you 
happen to disagree, such statements can 
become infuriating. 

Along with these exclusive state¬ 
ments, Jesus said He should be honored 
with the same honor due to His Father 
in heaven. In fact. He said that those 
who did not honor Him, were not honor¬ 
ing the Father. Now, eventually, what His 
accusers called the “sin” of blasphemy 
was the crime with which Jesus was 
charged and sentenced to death. His ene¬ 
mies said that He made Himself equal to 
God. Unfortunately, they never paused to 
think through the possibility that He Just 
might be the One He claimed to be. 

His rejection by many of the leaders 
of His own people led to the charges and 
accusations that resulted in cruel Roman 
crucifixion. His death took place outside 
the walls of Jerusalem under the authority 
of Pilate, the Roman Governor of Pales¬ 
tine.

Horne tells her version 

Sally lo Horne tells her version: "It rained very I 
hard and when I came in at 9:45 a.m. Thursday ' 
morning, everyone said they were Hooded. I called * 
I va because I’d heard from tenants before that the ' 
place had been Hooded, although I’ve never seen it 
Hooded. Moth businesses were cancelling appoint- ' 
ineiits and HI called the fire department. They 
hioughi a water suction machine for us to use.

Historic house ‘home’ to children

The home of Reg and Cher Tollefson at 171 
W. Orange Grove will be one of the six houses 
included on the Mar. 23 Sierra Madre Vintage Home 
Tour, the annual fund-raiser for the benefit of the 
children at the Sierra Madre Community Nursery 
School. This article is about that home and about 
children. 

According to research done by Cathy Ryne for 
a brochure of the tour, tax records show the house 
was built in 1917. Several families have owned the 
home since then and at least 20 children have grown 
up in this house or spent at least part of their 
childhood years there. It is a wonderful home for 
children, says Cher Tollefson. She and Reg are never 
surprised that their own two daughters are filling 
the rooms with at least six more friends playing 
together. 

This location at the corner of Orange Grove 
and Hermosa is the most historic one for Sierra 
Madre children. In the summer of 1882, Sierra 
Madre founder Nathaniel Carter built Ihe first 
schoolhouse for the children of the very new com¬ 
munity. It was just one room with benches around 
it and a long table down the center that served 
as desk for both students and teachers. A small 
shelf contained books that formed the nucleus of 
what became a school library. No pictures exist 
of the building, only a rendering from personal

month which included free use of a one-bedroom 
residential unit. Her hours were Hexible with no 
minimum number of hours but specifically not in 
excess of 40 hours per week. Her duties were re¬ 
latively routine and cbuld easily be accomplished 
within 15 to 20 hours a week. 

“Difficulties started in December when she re¬ 
fused to comply with several requirements under the 
contract, including watching out for general main- 
tainance and failing to complete time records. She 
refused to assist me in setting up Christmas de¬ 
corations. When I advised her that I wished to rent 
the residential units as furnished units rather than 
unfurnished, she refused to cooperate. Under the 
contract, she had the option to clean vacated units 
for re-rental upon a mutually agreed fee. When she 
demanded $90 cleaning fee per unit, 1 declined and 
obtained an outside professional at $45 per unit. 
Following this incident, matters became worse. 
After a fruitless attempt to work things out with 
her, 1 terminated her services and gave her 14 days 
notice. She .quit that day without any notice. 

“UnderUhe employment contract, termination 
qf emploj^ment required her^o vacate the premises 
or pay a previously agrqgd penial. Under ;lhc lawj( 

,a landlord may evict a terminated manager by a 
three-day notice. 1 requested that she vacate in 30 
days, but asked her to pay rent until she vacated. 
She refused to do so. 

“Meanwhile, without the consent or knowledge 
of the previous owner or property management 
company, she had broken through a wall of her 
residence unit and installed a door to another 
area of the premises not rented to her. After her 
termination, she refused to give me access to the 
storage room of the Plaza. When I protested, she 
became verbally abusive and called the police. 

“Currently, eviction procedures have been 
commenced due to her failure to pay the rent. 
As a result of her prior activity and her behaviour 
following termination, future employment would 
not be of benefit to either party.” 

As if all this trouble were not enough, an 
eight-foot hunk of plaster fell off the outside 
bridge of the building Monday evening barely miss¬ 
ing a shopper. 

At this point, there are two basic problems: 
who will replace Sally Jo Horne as property 
manager, and who will pay for the storm damage 
to the two Renaissance Plaza stores? Several of 
those interviewed have hinted lhal this matter might 
be resolved in the courts. _ 


to the census marshal, within three years, there 
were 68 school age children and 34 who would 
soon be old enough to attend. 

So the second Sierra Madre school was con¬ 
structed at what is today the Kersting Court area. 
The original schoolhouse was torn down and Carter 
used the material to construct a kitchen on to the 
back of the Ocean View house on Mira Monte 
which he built as Sierra Madre’s first hotel. 

The first family to live in the Tollefson home 
were Alexander and Flora Russell who had three 
children: Bruce, Maxine and Norman. Bruce died 
Dec. 18, 1963, but he brings fame to the house. 
For 36 years he was the editorial cartoonist at the 
Los Angeles Times. He preceded Conrad and in 
his day was as famous as Conrad and also won 
the Pulitzer Prize as a cartoonist. 

The Russells sold to the Haskins who raised their 
four children there and when those children grew up 
felt the need to move to a smaller place. They sold 
in 1955 to the Johnson’s for $25,()(X). Johnson had 
a lumber company and did some remodeling. He 
added cherrywood paneling in the living room and 
dining room and used the upstairs master bedroom 
for a billiard room. There were three children in 
the Johnson family. 

" In 1958, Paul and Elyse Larson purchased the 
properly for $34,500 and their five children were the 
next group of youngsters to enjoy this home. 
Thereby comes an interesting story. Today, the 
house is easily recognized because of the playhouse 
located in the front yard. It seems lo be a smaller 
replica of the large house and was purchased by 
Mrs. Larson because it was so like their house. 
This was after a fire had leveled Simpson’s Garden 
Town, a business that stood for many years in 
Pasadena on Colorado Blvd., about where Ole’s 
is today. 

Somehow the playhouse survived lhal serious 
fire unscathed and was put up for sale for $75, 


which Mrs. Larsen thought most reasonable. She 
purchased it, even though it cost another $125 
to have it moved here. But it is a little girl s 
dream house. She wallpapered inside and added 
braided rugs. There are electric lights, arched door¬ 
ways inside and a front porch and a wooden 
shingled roof. It tells the world for sure that the 

large house is a home for children. 

This property had been almost a full acre in 
size. When the Larson’s family had grown and they 
wanted to sell, they found they had to subdivide 
some of the land in order to make the sale. The 
original carriage house to the property was lost in 
the subdivision and now has a Hermosa Ave. 
address. But the Larsons, who are religious people, 
often had missionary friends stay in the carriage 
house and one family had six children. 

There are four bedrooms and three baths and 
the kitchen area has been completely modernized. 
There are two rooms to the left of the front en¬ 
trance hall and on the right a living room and 
dining room separated by sliding doors. But it is 
evident when you visit this house that it is truly a 
family home. As you step up onto the front porch, 
somehow the house seems to welcome you or, as 
Cher puts it, “the house puts its arms out to you.” 
It has been a happy house. 

The Tollefsons became owners about three 
years ago. Somehow you cannot link this house to 
any special period or distinct style of architecture. 
But that mattered little, I’m sure, to the tttst'y 
children over the years who just called it “their” 
house.
